About . 40 . factory patrons 
and 


cheesemakers from a .dozen factories 
in the neighborhood of Vesper met 
in Goldworthy's hall" at" 2 p. m. on 
Wednesday, April 4, 1937. The call 
for the meeting was sent out by H 
committee of cheese factory patrons, 
Holsteln and Guernsey breeders, con- 
sisting of 0. j: Leu, A. P. BeanLHer- 
man Bassuener iand W. W. olark. 
The purpose of the meeting- was to 
discus various methods of figuring 
payments to cheese factory patrons 
and to cheese makers. 
Mr. Fred Ellsworth, the. Vesper 


banker, was elected chairman of the 
meeting and W. W. Clark was secre- 


<Uprof. J. It, Samrais of. the dairy 
school at 
Madison addressed the 


meeting' and' showed some charts il- 
lustrating different methods of pay- 
ment for milk. He recommended the 
use of the straight fat test at about 
95% of all factories,-or wherever it 
is found that the highest patron's 
fat test is not "more than 1% above 
the lowest test in the same payment. 
A few factories whose tests 
differ 


more widely than 1% should use .the 
tot plus six- tenths method of >pay- 
rnent, and this method can also be 
used at -any factory at any time, u 
preferred. 
The advantages of using 


uniform correct methods at all fac- 
tories in"the same neighborhood was 
pointed out. 
After a lively discussion by those 


present, the two following resolu- 
tions were adopted by vote without a 
dissenting voice: . 
(1) The use of the fat plus six- 


tenths method of payment is recom- 
mended for use at all cheese factor- 
ies in this vicinity.

which, wooden ships could be turned 
out to fill any void caused by sub- 
marine activities.

told the members of tho shipping 
board that there is plenty of lumber 
in sight, and the board was Inclined 
•to go deeply into the suggestion that 
by adopting a standardized design of 
wooden ship, the mills of the entire 
nation can rapidly cut ship timbers 
of the uniform specifications, and 
thus greatly speed up the building of 


Estimates by the shipping board of 


the cost of wooden ships were that 
they could be constructed for from 
. uo per capacity-ton,-as com- 


pared with $200 for the steel ships.

is handed out to us by either our 
friends\or our enemies. 


WHAT IS SCOUT MOVEMENT? 


Any boy, of any nationality, of any 


creed, twelve years of age or older, 
may become a boy scout it" he prom- 
ises to keep the scout'oath and laws 
and prepares himself for simple tests 
011 the composition and history of the 
American flag and the significance of 
the scout badge, and can make sev- 
eral cordage knots. 


The boy scout movement is in no 


sense a secret organization. 


The plan is to group a number of 


boys (not more than 32 in one troop, 
as they are designated) under the 
leadership of a "scoutmaster"—a 
carefully selected, clean, intelligent, 
boy-loving, volunteer leader—always 
a man of sterling character and ma- 
ture judgment. 
Each 
troop 
and 


scoutmaster are under the supervis- 
ion of a "troop committee" of re- 
sponsible citizens, usually officials of 
the church, synagogue, school, settle- 
ment house, asylum or playground 
with which the troop is connected. 


Thru such leadership the boys of 


the troops are kept interested in a 
program of play-activities that are 
health-giving and educational. They 
take long tramps, studying nature in 
all its forms. They learn woodcraft, 
and how to take care of themselves 
in the open. They have troop meet- 
ings each week for study, handicraft, 
experiments.-demonslrations, etc., and 
go into camp every summer -under 
trained directors. 


In a hundred ways the boy's time 


is occupied. The program is so var- 
ied and so fascinating to the boy that 
he simply hasn't time or opportunity 
to trail with nn idle gang or to turn 
into the evils that beset the path of 
the idle boy. 
The boy scout is taught courtesy, 


honor, humanity, kindliness, chivalry 
and service, and to exercise them at 
home, in school and outside and such 
practical activities as first-aid, life- 
saving, cooking, swimming, etc. 


The boy scout must do a "good 


turn" daily. 
The only membership cost is an 


annual registration fee of 25 cents. 
The boy scout is taught thrift. 
He 


must earn the money for his own 
scout expenses 
City officials often co-operate with 


scout leaders, permitting the scouts 
to enjoy, as they do, the privilege 01 
assisting in honorable, safe ways in 
oomioHinn with big demonstrations. 
On each occasion scouts are respon- 
sible aids, while other boys, in strik- 
ing contrast just "hang around" get- 
ting in the way if not actually into 
mischief. It.becomes a first step in 
practical civics.

MEN MEET AT VESPER, 


About 
40 factory 
patrons and 


cheesemakers from a.dozen factories 
in the neighborhood of Vesper met 
in Goldworthy's hall at 2 p. m. on 
Wednesday, April 4, 1917. 
The call 


for the meeting war, sent out by a 
committee of cheese factory patrons, 
Holstein and Guernsey breeders, con- 
sisting of O. 0. Leu, A. P. Bean, Her- 
man BasKiiener -and W. W. Clark. 
The purpose of the meeting was to 
discuas various methods of figuring 
payments to cheese factory patrons 
and to cheese makers. 
Mr. Fred Ellsworth, the Vesper 


banker, was elected chairman of the 
meeting and W. \V. Clark was secre- 


alpj-of. J. L. Samiuis of the dairy 
school at 
Madison addressed 
the 


meeting and showed some charts il- 
lustrating different methods of pay- 
ment for milk. 
He recommended the 


use of the straight fat test at about 
96% of ail factories, or wherever it 
is found that the highest patron's 
fat test is not more than 1% above 
the lowest test in the same payment. 
A lew factories whose tests diiier 
more widely than 1 % should use the 
fat plus six- tenths method of pay- 
ment, and this method can also be 
used at any factory at any time, if 
preferred. 
The advantages of using 


uniform correct methods at all fac- 
tories in the same neighborhood was 
pointed out. 
After a lively discussion by those 


present 
the two following resolu- 


tioWwere adopted by vote without a 
dissenting voice: . 
(1) The use of the fat plus six- 


tenths method of payment is recom- 
mended for use at all cheese factor- 
ies in this vicinity. 
(2) We recommend that cheese 


making be paid for at a price pel-

annual registration fee of 25 cents.

The Proclamation. 


The war proclamation follows: 
"Whereas, The congress of the United 


States in tho exercise of the constitu- 
tional authority vested in them have 
resolved by joint resolution of the sen- 
ate nnd house of representatives bear- 
ing date this day "that a state1 of war 
between the United States and the lia- 
porlal'Gcrinan government wnlch has 
been thrust upon the United States is 
hereby formally declared; 


Whereas, It is provided by section 


4,007-of the revised statutes as fol- 
lows : 
"Whenever there Is declared a wnr 


between the United States and any 
foreign nation or government, or .any 
Invasion of predatory incursion Is per- 
petrated, 
attempted 
or 


against the territory of 
States by any foreign nation or gov 
eminent and the president makes pub- 
lic proclamation of the event, all na- 
tives, citizens, denizens or subjects of 
hostile nation or government being 
males of the age of fourteen years and 
upward who shall be within the Unit- 
ed States and not actually naturalized, 
shall be liable to be apprehended, re- 
strained, secured and removed as alien 
enemies. 


To Watch Conduct of Aliens 


"Tho president is authorized in any 


such event by his proclamation there- 
of, or other public acts, to direct the 
conduct to be observed on the part of 
the United States toward the ullenr 
who become so liable; the manner 
and degree of the restraint to which 
they shall be subject and In what cases 
and upon what security their residence 
shall be permitted, and to provide for 
the removal of those who, not being 
permitted to reside within the United 
States, refuse or neglect Jo depart 
therefrom.; and to establish any such 
regulations which are found necessary 
In the premises and for tho public 
safety * 
"Whereas, By sections 4.0GS, 4,009 


and 4,070 of tho revised statutes, fur- 
ther provision is made relative to alien 
'enemies; 


Proclaims State of War. 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodi-ow Wilson 


president of 
the .United Stages of 


America, do hereby proclaim, to al 
whom It may concern, that a state of 
war exists between the United States 
and the imperial German government 


"I do specially direct all officers, 


civil or military, of tho United States, 
that they exercfse vigilance and zeal 
In the discharge of the duties Incident 
to such a state of war, and I do, more- 
over, earnestly appeal to all American 
citizens that they, in loyal devotion 
to their country, dedicated from its 
foundation to the principles of liberty 
and justice, uphold the laws of the 
the land and give undivided and willing 
support to those measuw.^ which may 
be adopted by the constitutional au 
thorlties ii prosecuting th*. war to i 
Buccessfui issue and in.obtp&ing a se- 
cure and just peace; and a^lng under 
and by virtue of the au&ority vested 
In me by the" Constitution of the 
United States and the said sections of 
tho revised statutes, I do hereby fur- 
ther proclaim and direct that the con- 
duct to be observed on the part of the 
United States towards all natives, cltl 
zens, denizens or subjects of, Germany 
being male of the age of fourteen years 
nnd upwards, who shall be within the 
United States and not actually natural 
Izod, who for the purpose of this proc 
lamatlon and under such sections of 
the revised statutes are termed alien 
enemies, shall be as follows: 


"All alien enemies are enjoined to 


preserve the peace towards the United 
States and to refrain 
from crime 


against the public safety and from vlo 
latlng tho laws of the United States 
and of the states and territories there 
of,-and to refrain from actual hostili 
ties or giving Information, aid or com- 
fort to the enemies of the United 
States and to comply strictly with the

After Passage by Congress of Res- 


•olutiori Declaring That a 


State of War Exists. 


New York, April 6.—Seizure of Ger- 


man merchant vessels that took refuge 
In Atlantic ports 'at the beginning of 
the war began almost immediately af- 
ter congress passed the resolution de- 
claring a state of war between, the 
United States and Germany. 


The-collector of the port at Boston 


'was the first to act. 
The federal of- 


ficials at New London, Conn., Balti- 
more, New York and, Philadelphia, fol- 
lowed quickly. In a few hours United 
States deputy marshals were In charge 
of German vessels at these ports, rang- 
ing In size from the majestic Vater- 
land of 54,282 gross tons, to small sail- 
ing vessels. 


The port officers acted on orders Is- 


sued by the,secretary of the treasury. 
It was understood that the move did 
not involve confiscation and that the 
vessels are held as a measure of 
safety. There was no announcement 
as to whether the government should 
take over the'ships for its use and pay 
for them after the war. 


German vessels now In American 


ports number 91 with a gross tonnage 
of about 000,000. 


Since the president delivered his war 


message to congress these ships had 
been under u heavy .guard suitloned 
by the collector'of the port. 


Their ofiicers have said that, lying 


at their docks since the beginning of 
the war, these vessels have become so 
fouled and their slips so choked with 
mud that it would have been virtually 
impossible for them to get away unless 
they were extricated by dredges. 
. 


At various times there had been re- 


ports that the machinery and boilers 
had been wrecked by their German 
crews, but of this tiiere was no official 
confirmation.

duct to be observed on the part of. tho 
United States towards nil unlives, cltl 
zens, denizens or subjects of,Germany 
being male of the ugo of fourteen year,' 
and upwards, who shall bo within the 
United States nnd not actually natural 
Izod, who for the purpose of this proc 
laraatlon nnd under such sections o 
the revised statutes are termed ulien 
enemies, shall be ns follows: 


"All jillon enemies are enjoined to

conduct themselves In accordance with 
the law, they shall bo undisturbed In 
tho peaceful pursuit of their lives und 
occupations and be accorded the con- 
sideration duo to nil peaceful und Inw- 
nbldlng persons, except so far ns re- 
strictions may be necessary for their 
own protection and for the safety of 
tho United States;,nnd towards such 
alien enemies as conduct themselves 
In accordance -with law, all citizens ot 


he United Stales are enjoined to pre- 
orvo tho pcnuu nnd to treat them with 
.11 such friendliness ns may be coiu- 
inllblo with loyally urn) allegiance to 
ho United States. 


"And till till on enemies who full to 


:onduct themselves ns so enjoined, In 
iddlllon to nil olhcr penalties pro- 
crlbed by law, shall bo liable to ro- 
trnint, or to glvo security, or to re- 
novo and i depart from the United 
States In tho manner prescribed by 
icctionSj 4009 nnd <i070 of. Ihe revised 
itntutes; nnd as prescribed In the 
regulations duly promulgated by the

'2. An alien enemy shall not have In 


ils possession nl any time or place or 
use or operate uny aircraft or wireless 
apparatus or nnyy form of signaling 
device or uny form of cipher code or 
my paper, document or book, written, 
or printed In cipher, or In which there 
mny be Invisible writing. 


'fl. All properly found In the posses- 


sion of nn nllen enemy In violation of 
:he foregoing regulations shall he sub- 
lect to seizure by the United States. 


'4, An alien enemy shnll not ap- 


proach or bo found withlng one-half 
of n mile of any federal or slnt-e fort, 
camp, arsenal, aircraft, station, gov- 
ernment or naval vessel, navy yard, 
factory or workshop for the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war or nny prod- 
ucts for tho use of the army or navy. 


Making of Threats Barred. 


"5. An alien enemy .shall not write, 


print or publish any attack or threat

"12, An alien enemy whom there may 


be reasonable cause to believe to be 
aiding or about to aid the enemy, or 
who be at large to the danger of the 
public pence or snfcty or who vlolntes 
or attempts to violate or of whom 
there is rensonnble grounds to bellcvo 
thnt he Is about toivlolutc nny regula- 
tion to be promulgated by the presi- 
dent or nny criminal Inw of the United 
Stntes, or of the Stntes or territories 
thereof will bo subject to summary nr- 
rest by the United Suites marshal or 
his deputy or such other oflicers ns the 
president shnll designate, and confines 
mont In such penitentiary, prison, Jail, 
military camp or other place of deten- 
tion us may be directed by the presi- 
dent.

MARS IN COURTSHIP 


Action Follows Almost Immediately 


After Passage by Congress of Res- 


olution Declaring That a 


State of War Exists. 


New York, April 0.— Seizure of Ger- 


man merchant vessels that took refuge 
in Atlantic ports ut the beginning of 
the war began almost Immediately af- 
ter congress passed the resolution de- 
claring a state of war between thu 
United States nnd Germany. 


The collector of tho port at Boston 


was the first to act. The federal of- 
ficials at New London, Conn., Balti- 
more, New 1'ork and Philadelphia, fol- 
lowed quickly. In a few hours United 
States deputy marshals were In charge 
of German vessels at these ports, rang- 
ing In size from (ho majestic Valor- 
land of G'1,282 gross tons, to small sail- 
ing vessels, 


The port officers acted on orders Is- 


sued by the secretary of the treasury. 
It was understood that the move did 
not Involve conllscatlon and that the 
vessels are held as a measure o£ 
fiafety. There was no announcement 
as to whether the government should 
take over Ilia' ships for Its use and pay 
for them after the war. 


German vessels now In American 


ports number 01 with a gross tonnage 
of about 000,000. 


Since tho president delivered his war 


message to congress these .ships had 
been under n heavy guard stationed 
by thu collector of thu port. 


Their ejfllcors have said (hat, lying 


nt their docks since the beginning of 
the war, these vessels have- become so 
fouled nnd their slips so choked with 
mud lhal it would have been virtually 
impossible for lliem to get away unless 
they were extricated by dredges.

Only Sixty Saloon Licenses Will be 


Issued at Superior Under Rigid 


Requirements. 


Superior—Predictions that Superior, 


which went wet at the recent election, 
would become a wide open town were 
knocked into a cocked hat by the city 
commissioners. Under the Wisconsin 
law 100 saloons would be permissible 
in Superior on basis of population, but 
by public proclamation the commis- 
sioners declared as follows: 


"Under no. circumstances shall we 


issue licenses to a number exceeding 
sixty, and all laws and regulations 
governing these matters will not only 
be strictly enforced but most string- 
ently so. All licensees will bo com- 
pelled to obey tho law to the letter 
under penalty of immediate and final 
revocation of license together with 
forfeiture of the license money paid 
In.

with enlistments have been received. 
In fact, there is less interference than 
ever before. This is especially time 
in Milwaukee. We have reason to be- 
lieve that more men are enlisting in 
Milwaukee than in any other city of 
its size in the country." 


Reports received in the adjutant's 


department indicate that citizens in 
general are assisting in the work of 
•recruiting the National guard to max- 
imum strength. At the conclusion of 
a meeting in Black River Falls, Gen. 
Holway has been informed, a big 
crowd gathered on a street corner to 
listen to a gray haired man of German 
descent.

In Milwaukee coun- 
ty Marshall received 13,264 votes and 
Owen 10,270. Other reports from -the 
state are scattering, but indicate that 
Mr. Marshall' has a safe lead.

Hudson and New Rich- 
mond, which have been dry, voted to 
have saloons.

age, Justice Gould of the District su- 
preme court has rendered an opinion 
dismissing a petition in habeas corpus 
brought by William J. Brockman to 
secure the release of his son/John 
B. Brockman, a member of the Dis- 
trict militia. Young Brockman was 
only seventeen years old at the time 
he entered the Guard, and when 
President Wilson called out the ml 
litia last June Mr. Brockman sought 
the aid of the court to prevent, the 
mustering In of his son. Officers of 


the National Guard consented to the release of young Brockman, but thej 
judge advocate general of the United States army asked leave to file a return.^ 
to the writ and have a decision of the court on the conflicting rights of the! 
nation and the parent Arguments were heard and the matter taken under 
advisement.

The 
debate began without any limitation.

German Ships. 


DEPUTY MARSHALS IN CHARGE 


Action Follows Almost Immediately 


After Passage by Congress of Res- 


olution Declaring That a 


State of War Exists. 


New York, April 6.—Seizure of Ger- 


man merchant vessels that took refuge 
in Atlantic ports at the beginning of 
the war began almost immediately af- 
ter congress passed the resolution de- 
claring a state of war between the 
United States and Germany. 


The collector of the port at Boston 


•was the first to act. 
The federal of- 


ficials at New London, Conn., Balti- 
more, New York and Philadelphia, fol- 
lowed quickly. In a. few hours United 
States deputy marshals were in charge 
of German vessels at these ports, rang- 
ing in size from the majestic Vater- 
land of 54,282 gross tons, to small sail- 
ing vessels. 


The port officers acted on orders is- 


sued by the secretary of the treasury. 
It was" understood that the move did 
not involve confiscation and that the 
vessels are held us a measure of 
safety. There was no announcement 
as to whether the government should 
take over the' ships for its use and pay 
for them after the war. 


German vessels now In American 


ports number 91 with a gross tonnage 
of about GOO.OOO.

beer; under a heavy guard stationed 
by the collector of the port.

acre. Then there are other ads that 
tell of tho advantages that come Irom 
owning a five-acre orchard out in 
Washington, and 
while some do 
1 make a living there In this manner, 


there are others who have tried the 
proposition and claim that it Is all a 
fake. Then there are other ads that 
tell about thf. 
1 advantages of northern 


Wisconsin where tho clover grows 
higher than a man's head, provided 
he is sitting down, and where land 
can be secured for a s.ong, and all 
that sort of thing. They are all pub- 
lished by men who want to bring set- 
tlers into the country and sell real 
ostate, and they are 
probably all 


overdrawn, notwithstanding tho fact 
that; men actually do imiko a living 
in all these places and in some in- 
stances get rich. 
Most\advertlsements point out tho 


good features of whatever is being 
offered,and entirely forget tho disad- 
vantages, no matter whether It is a 
piece df land, a self-binder or an 
automobile, so wo cannot see where 
there ip any legitimate kick on this 
proposition.

only seventeen years old at the time 
lie entered tho Guard, and when 
President Wilson called out the ml- 
lllla last Juno Mr. Brockmnn sought 
the aid of tho court to prevent the 
mustering lu of his son.

Washington Monument Neglected for Many Yearsi 
t LTIIOUOn completed In 18S4, the majestic obelisk erected Irf this city In 
A honor of Gcorp:o Washington was not dedicated until February 21, 18S5; 
the dedicatory address bolus delivered by Robert C. Wluthrop, who had laid 
the corner stone o£ the monument in 
1848. 


The first movement toward tho 


erection of this monument, the high- 
est masonry structure in the world, 
was made In 17S.3, when the Conti- 
nental Congress passed a resolution 
recommending tho 
erection 
of 
nn, 


equestrian statue o£ Washington, sup- 
ported by four marble pedestals show- 
Ing the principal events In the war 
which he hud successfully conducted. 
After his death In December, 17!)!), the 
somite nnd house passed a joint resolution for the erection of n monument 
under which his body should be placed, but congress failed to provide for tha 
execution of the work and tins matter was allowed to drop. 


In IS'19 nn association known as the Washington Monument society wart 


formed and ?S7,000 was collected In sums of ?1, each person so contributing 
being enrolled as a member of the society. Tho comer stone was laid on 
July 4, 38-18, and the building of tho monument progressed slowly until 1855, 
when, owing to the failure of the senate to concur in the passage of nn ap- 
propriation bill giving $^00,000 to the enterprise, all work upon it ceased. 
Later the Civil war broke out and tho Washington monument was for the tlma 
forgotten. In 1876 tho work wu* taken up and completed. 


The entire cost of the monument was about $1,500,000, of which amount 


nearly $300,000 was contributed by the Washington Monument association. Its 
bnso 'is 0!) feet square and 38 feet deep. Its height is COI5 feet, and the prlni 
clpnl material is Maryland marble, lined with bluo gneiss. 
Including the 


foundation, the weight of the structure is nearly 82,000 tons.

other instances, it may be merely a 
sort of sklttishness on the part of the 
nerves which refuse to quiet down 
when it is time to go to sleep. 


Many tricks have been invented to 


overcome the mental restlessness or 
to shut off the persistency of the 
mind's running in a channel which 
prevents sleep. These are practically 
all based on the same principle, viz: 
fatiguing the mind so that it becomes 
as anxious to rest as is a skittish colt 
after a long drive. Counting imagin- 
ary sheep jumping over a fence, is a 
favorite stunt of this type. 
When 


the cause of sleeplessness is an over- 
tired mind the counting plan, alone, 
will not work well as a rule. 


The following plan seems to be a 


better one for the reason that it com- 
bines a rapid fatiguing process with 
a soothing oiie. The subject should 
assume as comfortable and fully re- 
Jaxed position of the body as pos- 
sible, lie may begin his agreeable 
imaginative part by fancying himself, 
perhaps, reclining on the bank of a 
beautiful stream. From then on, he 
should "jump his mind" as rapidly 
as possible from one pleasant recol- 
lection to another. 


By concentrated effort, he can, in 


a single minute,: bring many flash 
recollections of things or occurrences 
which have affected him agreeably. 
Thus there will come brief thoughts 
of a drama, a 
game, 
a childhood 


prank, an abnost iforgotten playmate, 
a book, a fishing excursion and many 
other 
dream-like 
memories. 
He 


must not let the mind linger,on any 
of these at this stage but make it 
continue to travel from one thought 
to another at as near telegraphic 
speed as possible. 


Soon, without the consciousness of 


the subject, there comes a time when 
the mind will rest upon some over- 
whelmingly pleasant, dreamy thot. 
The-nervousness disappears and sleep 
comes the next moment.

Under the Wisconsin 
law 100 saloons would be permissible 
in Superior on basis of population, but 
by public proclamation the commis- 
sioners declared as follows:

An Alberta farmer, who had bor- 


rowed from a loan company, Jn re- 
mitting to them the last payment on 
tils mortgage, decided to give them the 
History of his experience, on a Mani- 
toba farm. It was that of many anoth- 
er farmer, and for the benefit of thoso 
who contemplate a change the liberty 
\s taken of reproducing It. 


"I will give you here n brief sum- 


mary .of my experience since coming 
Here six years -igo. I was a new hand 
at farming, my trade being ment-cut- 
ting nnd butchering. My capital was 
fiOO, which was a first payment on 
my quarter section (ICO acres). Most 
of my stock, harness, implements, etc., 
were bought at sales, all "on time," 
necessarily. The buildings on the place 
were about as good as nothing and had 
cither t» be rebuilt or replaced entirely. 
There were 20 acres broken, and very 
badly farmed, bringing poor returns 
the first year." 
After mentioning a 


number of mischances, he says: "In 
spite of all these drawbacks, I have 
done well. '.I consider my farm worth 
$3-500 to !54,000. I have four head of 
Corses, 12 of cattle, over 400 purebred 
Buff Orpington chickens and 125 tur- 
keys, besides Implements, harness, etc., 
to run my place. I have a well 170 
feet deep with an Inexhaustible supply 
of water, Tho well with pump cost 
me $400. I have built a $125 chicken 
house and put up nearly $CO worth of 
poultry fencing; have built root cellars 
to hold over 3,000 bushels of potatoes 
and other vegetables. As to income, I 
raise about ten acres of garden nnd 
roots annually which net from $COO to 
$1,000 total. 
I generally sell from 


20 to 40 tons timothy hay which brings 
from $6 to $14 per ton. My grain Is 
most all used on the farm except a 
Jew hundred bushels sold to the neigh-. 
bors for seed. My four milk cows bring 
jn from $50 to $80 each (counting calf). 
Last year 80 hens laid COO dozen eggs 
which averaged more than 25 cents a 
flozcn (I always work for winter egg 
production). 
The surplus hens were 


aold In spring, dressed at $1 each. My 
turkeys average ?2,f>0 each lp fall. By 
having vegetables to feed my young 
cattle, the two-year-old steers bring

PENSIONJDE/t GROWS 


Teachers Beneficiaries of System 


Now in 33 States. 


Movement lo of Comparatively Recent 


Development, Most of Which Has 


Come Since 1911. 


State systems of pensions or retire- 


ment for public school teachers are 
maintained In S3 states, according to a 
survey which has just been completed 
under the direction of Uncle Sam's bu- 
reau of education. 


The study showed that contrlbutary 


systems, supported partly by public 
funds and partly by contributions from 
the touchers, prevail in 21 states, 13 
having a state-wide pension law and 
eight having local systems. The non- 
contributory plan, whore tho state 
finances the entire scheme without tho 
uld of contributions from the teachers, 
is In force in the 
following eight 


states: Alabama, Arizona, Colorado, 
Maine, Maryland, 
New Hampshire, 


Ithoile Island and Tennessee. 


This teachers' pension movement Is 


a comparatively recent development In 
the United States, one of tho earliest 
systems,'that nf New Jersey, dating 
buck only to 1890. Most of the devel- 
opment in the teachers' pensions has 
come since 1011. 


Few states, It was found during the 


Investigation, make provision for re- 
fund of money palci In by teachers on 
tho contributory plan. Massachusetts 
Is the only state that refunds the total 
amount, with interest, In case of death 
or resignation. Indiana pays back the 
actual amount contributed, but without 
Interest, and Utah refunds the full 
amount at death. In nine other states 
one-half tho amount paid lu is refund- 
ed In case of death or resignation. 


This pension and retirement legisla- 


tion for teachers has developed rapidly 
in the past four or five years. Local 
retirement funds, have In most In- 
stances given way to state systems, 
and there has come a general realiza- 
tion, the experts say, that some plan of 
retirement for teachers Is essential in 
an efllclent public school system.

ASK DRILL FOR INDIAN BOYS 


Commission Urges That 15,000 Puplli 


In Schools Be Trained for 


War Service. 


A recommendation that 10,000 In- 


dian boys of the various Indian schools 
and reservations throughout the coun- 
try be organized1, armed, equipped and 
drilled under regular army ofllcers, 
was unanimously adopted by the Unit- 
ed States board of Indluu commis- 
sioners. The resolution was forward- 
ed to Franklin K. Lane, secretary of 
tho Interior at Washington. 


The plan calls for 10 full regiments 


of 1,000 each. The commissioners said 
they were confident the full quota 
could bo secured, especially in case of 
emergency. 


Tho resolution was offered by Com- 


missioner Edward E, Ayer of Chicago, 
who stated that he already had pre- 
sented tho plan unofllclally to Secre- 
tary Lane. Mr.' Aycr said the secre- 
tary had approved and forwarded it. 
to Newton D. Baker, secretary of .war, 
who in turn approved and sent it to 
MaJ. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, chief ol 
staff. Tho latter, Mr. Ayer said, recom- 
mended It to the War. college.

Ines in Germany. He states that the 
most noteworthy example of a rallless 
irolley Is the suspended electric rall- 
vay connecting Elberfeld-Barmen and 
he city of Vohwlnkcl. It is 8.72 miles 
,n length and has a maximum grade of-. 
45-per cent. 
The posts that support 


the railway are of different shapes, de- 
pending upon their location. The posts 
are from GOG to 9S4 feet apart and sup- 
port arches which in turn suspend the 
•all upon which the cars run. Between 
the posts there are movable supports 
which allow for changes In level. The 
posts are so arranged that there are 
:racks on each side upon which the 
trolley wheels can run, 
( 


Each car Is hung upon the track by. 


two dynamos, 20 feet apart. Each dy- 
namo has two axles between which tho 
electric' motor is Inserted. The frame 
of the dynamos Is constructed In such 


manner that the cars cannot pos- 


sibly be derailed. 
Provision is made 


in-each car. to seat 50 people. Sev- 
eral kinds of brakes have been at- 
tnched—an air brake, a hand brake, an 
electric brake, and a so-called elec- 
tric reverse current brake, whfch can 
be used In case of necessity. A speed 
of 25 to 31 miles per hour can bo ob- 
tained. 
The power of the current Is 


less than upon other ordinary electric 
railways. This system is regarded by 
authorities as tho most practical rail- 
less trolley In operation In Germany.

Submarine 
Designed by 
Horace L. 


Hundley Had Tragic Career, Car- 


rylng Three Crews to Death. 


On the night of February 17, 1804, 


the United States steamship of AVar, 
Housatonlc, 
on- blockade 
duty 
ojT 


Charleston, S. C., was sunk by the first 
submarine successfully used In offen- 
sive effort,'- according to eyewitnesses 
and published accounts/ observes the 
Washington'Post. 
' 
• 


The submarine boat was designed by 


Horace L. Hundley nncl built under his 
supervision at. Mobile In. 1S03. 
She 


was built, of boiler iron and her ex- 
treme length was about .thirty .feet, 
with a flve or six-foot beam and about 
six-feet depth of liold.- In .general con- 
tour ,she resembled a cigar, sharp'at 
both' ends.' She was. propelled by a 
screw, the shaft of which ran horizon- 
tally along her hold, almost from stem 
to stern, and 'was turned by, the man- 
ual force of eight .men seated along It 
on either side working cranks. 


The only .hatchway was circular, 


about three feet in diameter, with a 
low combing around it, which was 
placed well forward,'and when desired 
could be closed by tin iron cap working 
on hinges and made airtight. In the 
forward 'part of the -cap was inserted 
a clear glass bull'seye, through which 
tho pilot could see. 


She was provided with watertight 


compartments, by filling or emptying 
of which she could.Pink pr rise, and to 
enable her to rise instantly her ballast- 
Ing of railroad bars was placed on her 
bottom outside of the hull, and by 
means of keys accessible to- her crew 
could l)e detached in a moment, so that 
she could rise quickly to the surface.

GERMANY HAS RAILLESS ROAD 


Cars Seating Fifty Persons Travel at 


Speed of 25 to 31 Miles an Hour 


on Suspended Trolley. 


Uncle Sara's vice consul at Berlin 


recently made a report regarding the 
development of the railless trolley 
lines in Germany. 
He states that the 


most noteworthy example of a railless 
trolley is the suspended electric rail- 
way connecting Elberfeld-Barmen and 
the city of Vohwinkel. It is 8.72 miles 
in length and has a maximum grade of 
45-per cent. 
The posts that support 


the railway are of different shapes, de- 
pending upon their location. The posts 
are from G5G to 984 feet apart and sup- 
port arches which in turn suspend the 
rail upon which the cars run. Between 
the posts there are movable supports 
which allow for changes in level. The 
posts are so arranged that there are 
tracks on each side upon which the 
trolley wheels can run. 


Each car Is hung upon the track by. 


two dynamos, 20 feet apart. Each dy- 
namo has two axles between which the 
electric motor is inserted. The frame 
of the dynamos is constructed in such 
a manner that the cars cannot pos- 
sibly be derailed.

•n each car to seat 50 people. 
Sev- 


eral kinds of brakes have been at- 
tached—an air brake, a hand brake, an 


t electric brake, and a so-called elec-

Hundley Had Tragic Career, Car- 


rylng Three Crews to Death. 


On tho night of February 17, 1804

Charleston, S. C., was sunk by tho firs1 


submarine successfully used In offen 
slvo effort, according to eyewitnesses 
and published nccounts, observes the 
Washington Post. 


The submarine boat was designed by 


Horace Ii. Hundley nnd built under his 
supervision at Mobile In 18GU 
Sbo 


was built of boiler Iron and her ex 
treme length was nbout thirty feet 
with n flvo or six-foot beam nnd nbou 
six foot depth of hold. In general con- 
tour she resembled a cigar, sharp ni 
both ends. 
She was propelled by 


scrow, tho abaft of which ran horizon- 
tally along her hold, almost from stem 
lo atom, nnd was turned by the man- 
ual force of eight men seated along II 
on either sldo working cranks. 


TJio only hatchway was circular 


nbout three foot In diameter, with n 
low combing , nrouud it, which was 
placed well forward, and when doalroi 
could be closed by an iron dtp working 
on hinges and made airtight. In the 
forward part of tho cap was Inserted 
a clear glass bull'soyo, through which 
the pilot could see. 


8ho was provided with watertight 


compnrlmetiN, by tilling or emptying 
of which she could sink pr rise, and to 
enable her tu rise Instantly her ballast- 
Ing of nillrmul bars was placed on her 
bottom outside oC (lie hull, and 
by

Crude Undersea Boat Blew Up 


Federal Ship 53 Years Ago. 


Submarine 
Designed by 
Horace L. 


Hundley Had Tragic Career, Car- 


rying Three Crews to Death. 


On the night of February 17, 1864, 


the United States steamship of war, 
Housatonic, 
on 
blockade 
duty o,lt 


Charleston, S. C., was sunk by the first 
submarine successfully used In offen- 
sive effort, according to eyewitnesses 
and published accounts, observes the 
Washington Post. 


The submarine boat was designed by 


Horace L. Hundley and built xmder his 
supervision at Mobile in 1S63. She 
was built of boiler Iron and her ex- 
treme length was about thirty feet, 
with a five or six-foot beam and about 
six feet depth of hold. In general con- 
tour she resembled n cigar, sharp at 
both ends. 
She was propelled by a 


screw, the shaft of which ran horizon- 
tally along her hold, almost from stem 
to stern, and was turned by the man- 
ual force of eight men seated along It 
on either side working cranks. 


The only hatchway was circular, 


about three feet In diameter, with a 
low combing around it, which was 
placed well forward, and when desired 
could be closed by an iron cap working 
on hinges and made airtight. In the 
forward part of the cap was inserted 
a clear glass bull'seye, through which 
tho pilot could see. 
She was provided with watertight 


compartments, by filling or emptying 
of which she could sink or rise, and to 
enable her to rise instantly her ballast- 
ing of railroad bars was placed on her 
bottom outside of the hull, and by 
means of keys accessible to-her crew 
could bo detached in a moment, so that 
she could rise quickly to the surface. 


Not anticipating nn curly oppor- 


tunity of using the dangerous vessel 
against the fleet of Farragut, General 
Maury sent her by rail to General Beu- 
regard at Charleston, believing the wa- 
ter of that harbor better suited to her 
peculiar construction. 


General Beuuregard's call for volun- 


teers to man this dangerous craft was 
promptly 
answered 
by 
Lieutenant 


Payne of Virginia and eight sailors. 
She was submerged till the combing of 
her hatch alone, was visible. Her com- 
mander, Payne, was standing in the 
hatchway in the act of ordering her to 
be cast off, when tire swell of a passing 
steamer rolled her over and sank her 
Instantly with her eight .men in several 
fathoms of water. 
Lieutenant Payne 


sprang out of the hatchway as the boat 
sank from under him, and lie alone 
was left alive. 


Again the boat was raised and made 


ready, and her owner. Captain Hund- 
ley took her for a practice cruise into 
Stone river. 
For days the return of 


Hundlev and his craw was watched for 
In vain. After a week's search she was 
found Inclined at an angle of 40 de- 
grees, lior nose driven clcpp into the 
soft mud of the bottom. Hundley was 
starulinir. dead, at his post, a candle 
in ono hand, the other stiff. In a vain 
effort to unclamp tho hatch. 
Lieut. 


Georgo E. Dixon of the Twenty-first 
Alabama volunteers, finally essayed 
with eight men to take her against 
the Housatonic. 


The fate of the warship was plain, 


but the fate of the submarine remained 
a mystery until the wreck of the for- 
mer was raised, more than eight years 
later, in the-"-summer of 1S72. 
Then 


she was found hanging to the rudder 
chains of the hulk. It was made plain 
therefore that she had not carried the 
torpedo in front, as Beauregard sug- 
gested, but had towed it astern, as 
Hundley originally devised. 
She had 


actually passed under the Housatonic 
and was making her way aft to safety 
when her upper works caught in the 
rudder chains of tlie victim. The tor- 
pedo exploded under the main mast 
of the ship and blew a great hole in 
her hull. 


A Famous Hymn. 


Mrs. Sarah Flower Adnms wrote the 


famous hymn, "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee." Mrs. Adams was an Englishwom- 
an, born in 1805. She was a writer of 
note in the periodicals of the time, and 
she also composed a catechism for 
children which was published in 1845. 
Just at what time and under what 
circumstances' the hymn was written 
is not known. It was first published 
in 1S41, but the author did not live to 
know the fame the authorship brought 
her. She died at forty-four, and siisce 
that time the lines she. penned have 
sung themselves into the hearts of un- 
told millions the world over. •
